On Thursday, May 
22 n ^ Owsley County High 
school had several visitors 
including ARC Federal 
co-chair, Earl F. Gohl, and 
ARC Federal Chief of Staff 
Guy Land. Also on campus 
was Sylvia lovely-Media 
Advisor for Food News and 
Chews. 

Owsley County 
High school has one of 
the largest farms to school 
programs in Eastern 
Kentucky along with a 
school garden and strong 
FFA Chapter. The farm 
sells com, green beans, 
tomatoes, green peppers, 
summer squash, kale, 
mustard, watermelons, 


cantaloupes, lettuce-leaf 
and head to the Owsley 
County School food 
service Program. Last year, 
30 tons was purchased 
from the school farm and 
placed on the serving line 
for the students to eat. 
The students that work on 
the farm also process the 
food. For example, they 
pick and string the green 
beans before bringing 
them to the food service 
office. According to Ag 
Teacher Candrea Bingham, 
approximately 125 students 
work on the farm per school 
year. Owsley County is also 
a site for Grow Appalachia 
Activities. 


The school is 
also the sponsor of the 
summer feeding program 
and it participates in an 
ARC funded Save the 
Children after school 
nutrition program. 

Owsley County Schools is 
a participant school in the 
Eastern Kentucky Race to 
the Top grant from the US 
Department of Education. 
Using ARC’S economic 
index of counties, Owsley 
County ranks 3,098 out of 
3,110 counties nationwide. 
So it needs to make growing 
its local economy a priority. 
The food-based programs 
of this high school are 
helping to do just that.
